proach to the Meuse,

“After storming Fort Douaumont and
the whole works of Vaux, which lay fur-
ther south, an attack was made on the
works of Thiamont, which were cap-
tured by a victorious advance of the Ger-
man troops. The capture of the énemy
work itself was a great success, which
a-u further intreased by taking all the

eighboring positions,
